Chief Justice Rugg of Mas- 
sachusetts Praises Former 
President as ‘Incarnation 
of Ideal of America.’ | — —

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Con- 
gress convened today in joint ses- 
sion in the House chamber to pay 
tribute to former President Calvin 
Coolidge. Government officials 
present included President Hoover, 
Vice-President Curtis, the Supreme 
Court members and the Diplomatic 
Corps. 

At noon, when Speaker Garner 
alled the assemblage to order, the 
600 seats in the galleries were 
crowded by invited guests. Many 
members of the House were in 
formal mourning clothes. The Ma- 
rine Corps orchestra, stationed in 
the Speaker’s lobby, played softly. 

The Senate met half an hour 
earlier than usual, worked for a 
while on an appropriation bill and 
at noon took a recess. Forming a 
column of twos, the entire member- 
ship walked through the corridor 
to the House side. 

Judge’s Memorial Address. 

Mr. Coolidge was extolled as “the 
incarnation. of the ideal of the 
America of his day,” in the memor- 
ial address delivered by Chief Jus- 
tice Arthur Prentice Rugg of the 
_Massachusetts Supreme Court. His 
was the only spoken eulogy. 

“The depth and breadth of his 
nature, the acuteness of his mind, 
the soundness of his moral purpose, 
the resources of his wisdom,” Jus- 
tice Rugg said, were sufficient for 
every day and for every emergency. 

“His capacity, his temperament, 
industry and simplicity were adapt. 
ed to the times and to the c 
de done.“ 

Justice Rugg treated the life of 
the late President in chronoolgical 
order, beginning with his birth in 
1872 in the little village of Ply- 
mouth, Vt., and closing with his 
udden death last Jan. 5 at his 
Northampton (Mass.) home. 

“The nation was stunned by this 

sudd den and unexpected event,” Jus- 

igg said. “The people of the 

ry realized at once what a ca- 

ty had befallen them.

Sumatran Sailors Hold

BATAVIA, Java, Feb. 6.—The en- 
tire Dutch East Indies fleet joined 
in a search of the high seas today 
for a Dutch warship that has dis- 
appeared with a mutinous crew in 
control. 

Nine Dutch officers and a num- 
ber of sub-officers were kidnaped 
when mutiny broke out early yes 
terday aboard the heavily armed 
cruiser De Zeven Provincien. The 
— sailors, angry because 

ur pay bad been cut. put. out 
bea ‘Immediately. 

First direct news from the muti- 
neers came today in a wireless 
message addressed “to the press 
of the world.” 

It said: “We, the ship’s hands, 
intend to steam to Sourabaya. We 
do not intend violence, but will de- 
liver the ship officially into the 
hands of the commander the day 
before we reach Sourabaya. Our 
object is to protest against an un- 
just wage cut and against the ar- 
rest of those who protested last 
week. No one on board has been 
hurt. On the contrary, all are 
well.” 

Af a threat to any pursuing force 
that might come within range, the 
cruiser is armed with two 1l-inch 
and four six-inch guns, besides 10 
13-pounders and two machine guns. 
One of the officers escaped 
in a rowboat when the warship 
pulled out and he reported that the 
men were in an ugly mood. 

The cruiser was reported today 


as still at large off the coast of 


Sumatra, in the vicinity of Babi 
Island. The commander of the 
cruiser was ashore when the vessel 
was seized and he commandeered 
the Government steamer Aldebaran, 
a much smaller vessel, to give 
chase. 


The Aldebaran would have little 
chance in a fight with the cruiser. 

The entire East Indian squadron, | 
which was near by, put on full 
steam for the scene of the trou- 
ble. There are many islands in 
the region where the mutineers can 
run the vessel ashore and escape. 


The officer who escaped said the 
crew forced their superiors to sur- 
render at the point of rifles.

Hugh W. Thomasson, elderly real 
estate owner whose $750,000 estate 
has been involved in constant litiga- 
tion since 1930, died on Jan. 28 at 
Little Rock, Ark., according to an 
announcement made in court today 
by one of his attorneys, R. Shad 
Bennett. 

Bennett made his announcement 
while the Court was considering a 
new setting for a hearing on 
Thomasson’s sanity — originally 
scheduled for today—and a motion 
to remove the case to the Federal 
Court. Forest P. Tralles, attorney 
for Thomasson appointed by the

senting relatives of 
agreed to the new setting, 
Tralles’ request. 

While the discussion was going 
on, Bennett and Ford W. Thomp- 
son, both of whom were Thomas- 
son’s attorneys at a recent 90-day 
hearing, came into court. Using the 
language customary in such in- 
stances, Bennett said, “Your Hon- 
or, I want to make a suggestion of 
death. Hugh W. 
dead.“ 

Visibly amazed, Attorney Cullen 
asked, When and where did he 
die?” 

“That is not a matter of conse- 
quence here,” Bennett said: When 
Judge Hoffmeister demanded to 
know, however, Bennett said: “He 
died Jan. 28 at Little Rock, Ark.” 

Cullen asked, “Where was he 
buried or cremated?” Bennett did 
not answer. Leaving court soon 
afterward, he declined to give re- 
porters further deails.

Rock said Thomasson died at 3 p.

According to the Coroner, the 
physician, Dr. Horace Ruff, said 
he treated Thomasson on Jan. 26, 
after he had suffered an illness 
from eating fish. The physician told 
the Coroner he was summoned 
when Thomasson suffered a heart 
attack on Jan. 28 and found him 
dead. No inquest was held. 

Funeral services two days later 
were attended by 25 or 30 persons, 
including Mrs. Thomasson, accord- 
ing to the undertaker, P. H. Ruebel. 

The next day . Thomasson 

took out letters of administration 
on the estate at Little Rock. Two 
hours after the death had been an- 
nounced here, her attorneys filed 
suit in Federal Court for title to 
Thomasson’s principal properties, 
at Broadway and Washington ave- 
nue and Evclid and McPherson 
avenues. The suits say she is a 
resident of Arkansas.

“LAME DUCK” AMENDMENT

An hour after the opening, most 
of the banks reported receiving 
more funds in deposits than they 
were paying out. Normal banking 
business was reported by all of the 
banks except the Hibernia Bank « 
Trust Co., where a line of approx- 
‘mately 100 persons, mostly women, 
was stretched before the savings 
accounts windows. The bank was 
paying all demands for savings. 
There was no crowd before the 
other windows and bankers were 
gatisfied that any fear on the part 
of bank depositors had been al- 
layed. The Hibernia yesterday an- 
nounced it had obtained a loan of 
$20,000,000 from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and had raised 


Blames Fish for Trouble- 

Rudolph S. Hecht, Hibernia pres- 
ident, said a run on the bank had 
started after Representative Hamil- 
ton Fish (Rep.), New York, criti- 
cised him before the House Bank- 
ing Committee. In New York Fish 
said last night he was confident 
the bank was “sound and liquid.” 

Twenty-four million dollars in 
cash were stored in the vaults be- 
side funds already there and de- 
positors were invited to draw their 
money if they chose, but officials 
assured them it was safe. Confi- 
dence in the stability of the bank 
was voiced by all other New Or- 
leans banks and by E. R. Black. 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta. 

Twenty milion dollars were made 
available yesterday by the R. F. C. 
and $4,000,000 additional were raised 
by the Hibernia Bank. 

Hecht said the run was precipi- 
tated by the allegation of Repre 
sentative Fish Thursday that 
Hecht had aided the Union In- 
demnity Co. of New Orleans in — 
taining $4,000,000 in loans from the 
R. F. C. shortly before it went into 
the hands of a receiver. 

Hecht, who is chairman of the 
Regional Advisory Committee of 
the R. F. C., telegraphed Fish that 
he had neither recommended nor 
voted on the Union Indemnity ap- 
plications for loans. Fish said he 
accepted Hecht’s explanation. 

After Fish’s attack, Hecht said, 
a run was started on his bank from 
out of town depositors. Saturday, 
Gov. O. K. Allen of Louisiana went 
to the aid of the bank by issuing a 
proclamation declaring Saturday a 
legal holiday. 

Fish said he would drop legisla- 
tive proposals in connection with 
which he had voiced criticism of 
Hecht. 

Firm Believer in R. F. C. 

„am a firm believer in the Re- 

construction Finance Corpora- 
tion,” said Fish. “I voted for the 
bill creating it and for the $4,000,- 
000,000 it received in order to re- 
store the credit and confidence of 
the American people in their busi- 
ness and industrial life.

$10,000 be paid at 5:30 o' clock to- 
night. 

It gave detailed instructions for 
Dr. Skeele to leave the $10,000 on 
Montecito drive, at the top of the 
hill, and declared Mrs. Skeele would 
be held 24 hours to see if the in- 
structions were carried out. 

The woman telephoned her son, 
Franklin, an advertising man, last 
night that she had just received a 
telephone call to rush to the hos 
pital where her husband was re 
ported seriously injured. Franklin 
Skeele went to the hospital, and, 
finding the report false, rushed 
home to find the note pinned on 
the door and his mother missing. 

On the envelope the following 
printed words, clipped from a peri- 
odical were pasted: 

“If there ever was a time to be 
careful 

“It is now. Otherwise.” 

The enclosed note read as fol- 
lows: 

“No tricks. 

“After due consideration and 
planning, we have decided to adopt 
your wife until such time as you 
see fit to release her or take her 
in payment for the bill. 

“We feel that it is not a great 
hardship to you and that is the rea- 
son we are taking this means of 
getting the money. You no doubt 
consider that your wife is worth 
more, but to us she is just another 
one, and although we want the 
money we can easily get rid of her.

CALIFORNIA JUDGE 


Impeachment Action 
Against Louderback Re- 
jected, 10-5—La Guardia 
to Take Fight to Floor. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The 
House Judiciary Committee today 
voted, 10 to 5, against filing im- 
peachment proceedings against 
Federal Judge Hareid Louderback, 
but by the same ballot agreed to 
file in the House a censure of the 
conduct of the California jurist. 

Representative La Guardia 
(Rep.), New York, who sponsored 
the resolution for an investigation, 
announced immediately that he 
would file a minority report rec 
ommending impeachment. 

The majority of the committee, 
however, agreed to submit a reso- 
lution stating the evidence “does 
not warrant impeachment proceed- 
ings.” 

Accompanying this resolution will 
be a majority report which will 
state the committee did not approve 
of Judge Louderback’s handling of 
certain cases. 

The committee agreed that in- 
stead of forcing an immediate vote 
on the majority resolution to halt 
further proceedings, it would per- 
mit La Guardia first to make his 
motion for impeachment. This ac- 
tion insured a discussion of the 
case in the House and a vote on 
whether Louderback shall be im- 
peached. 

Had the committee insisted on 
immediate approval of its resolu- 
tion to drop the case, as the House 
rules give it a right to, La Guardia’s 
motion would not be in order. 

The date for action depends on 
the time required to prepare ma- 
jority and minority reports. 

Besides La Guardia, the four 
members voting in the minority 
were Chairman Sumners, Repre- 
sentatives Browning (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee Tarver (Dem.), Georgia, and 
Sparks (Rep.), Kansas. 

Last September a subcommittee 
under Chairman Sumners traveled 
to San Francisco and for four days 
heard witnesses tell of their ex- 
periences with Judge Louderback 
in receivership. cases. Important 
among the cases reviewed was the 
receivership of the Russell-Colvin 
Co., a brokerage firm. Addison 
Strong, accountant for the San 
Francisco Stock Exchange, said he 
was discharged as receiver becauge 
he did not name John Douglas 
Short as attorney. 

H. B. Hunter was named by 
Judge Louderback to succeed 
Strong and Hunter named Short at- 
torney. 

In his personal testimony before 
the committee, the jurist said he 
had discharged Strong because he 
had not kept an agreement with 
him regarding the attorney appoint- 
ment. He said he had discusséd the 


[matter with W. S. Leake, a close 


griend. Leake, Judge Louderback 
said, had suggested Hunter for the 
receivership and he had appointed 
him. Aggregate fees paid to Hunt- 
er and Short have approached 
$100,000. 

The September testimony also 
said Judge Louderback had lived 
in a hotel room registered under 
Leake’s name. The Judge later 
testified he had done this to avoid 
publicity after a separation from 
his wife. He placed in the record 
photostatic copies of checks made 
out to Leake to cover the hotel 
bills. 

Among those named by Judge 
Louderback to handle receivership 
cases were Samuel Shortridge Jr., 
son of Senator Shortridge (Rep.), 
California, who had recommended 
Louderback for appointment to the 
bench. The Senator testified he 
had chosen Louderback on the rec- 


ommendation of several hundred 
Californians. 


LITVINOFF TAKES APPARENT 
SLAP AT JAPAN AT GENEVA 


Describes as Aggressor Any Na- 
tion Which Invades Another 
on Any Pretext. 

By the Associated Press. 


GENEVA, Feb. 6—Maxim Lit- 


vinoff, representing Soviet Russia 
at the World Disarmament Confer- 
ence, today gave the conference a 
definition of an aggressor nation 
which caused a stir in the mee ing. 

Penalties provided for an aggres- 
sor nation, said he, should be ap- 
plied against any state which at- 
tacks or invades with armed forces 
the territory of another state on 
any pretext whatever. 

This detailed definition of an ag- 
gressor so closely paralleled many 
features of Japan’s policy in Man- 
churia that the conference for a 
moment was startled. 

The Russian member presented 
the definition in the course of a 
criticism of the French disarma- 
ment plan. He said that the French 
proposals for interpretation and ex- 
tension of obligations under the 
Kellogg pact to increase security 
would be accepted by the Soviet 
Government under one condition, if 
the Kellogg signatories would re- 
nounce the reservations they laid 
down in subscribing to the pact. 

Attempts to destroy Soviet Rus- 
sia are still going on in some capi- 
talistic countries, he said, declaring 
that, “the majority of states have 
not established normal relations 
with the Soviet Union. In other 
words, they are applying a boycott 
against it—one of those sanctions 
which it is proposed should be ap- 
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plſed in future only against an ag- 


gressor.”

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TALLAHASSEE, Fia., Feb. 6. — 
The Florida Sypreme Court has 
held that n ers are not nec- 
essarily guilty of libel when they 
eel ee them from press associ- 
ations engaged in gathering end 
distributing news.

Justice Fred H. Davis, handed 
down Saturday, said modern nows- 
papers differed greatly from those 
which existed at the time the first 
libel laws were written, and that 
there was a distinction between 
news stories or editorials which 
the papers themselves sponsor and 
news dispatches which they reccive 
from press associations.

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MISSOURI BILLS SEEK 
20 PGT. CUT IN TAXES 


Slash in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County Would Be 83,000, 
000 in Next 6 Years.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.—Two 
tax reduction bills which would 
save the taxpayers of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County about $3,000,000 
a year for the next six years, were 
introduced in the House this after- 
non by A. L. MeCawiey, chairman 
of the Appropriations Committee. 

McCawiey’s bills, identical save 
that one applies to municipalities 
and the other to counties, would 
Umit the tax levy to be applied, un- 
til 1938, to 80 per cent of the maxi- 
mum rate allowed by the Constiti- 
tion for general revenue taxes. 

Most of the money thus collect- 
ed is expended in the counties 
where the taxes are assessed. Un- 
der the McCawiey bills, St. Louis 
taxpayers would save about §2, 
400,000 a year and St. Louis Coun- 
ty taxpayers about $500,000 a year. 

“However,” McCawiey said, 1 
don’t think these bilis will be pass- 
ed. They're the Legislature's alibi. 
Everybody wants taxes reduced, 
and additional taxes assessed on 
somebody else. These bills put it 
right up to them. Their taxes would 
be reduced and at the same time, 
the money their cities and counties 
had to function on would be that 
much less. 

“I know, for example, that my 
eit, y, Carthage, can’t get along on 
its present rate of taxation, 50 
cents on the $100 valuation. They 
have just had a special census that 
shows the population to be greater 
than 10,000. And it entitles the city 
to charge 60 cents. This bill would 
reduce the amount for Carthage to 
48 cents. 

“Of course, the city functionaries 
will be against the bills. They will 
be up here in a body to tell the 
members of the Legislature why 
such legislation should not pass. 
And, I am quite sure, they will beat 
it. But when they do, it will be 
their own responsibility.”

Says Writer Acted on Own Re- 
sponsibility There, Not as 
Emissary of Col. House.

PARIS, Feb. 6.—The United 
States Embassy has forwarded to 
Washington a report that William 
C. Bullitt was acting on his own 
responsibility as a writer interest- 
ed in foreign affairs when he con- 
ferred recently with Joseph Paul- 
Boncour, who then was Premier, 
and with Edouard Herriot, also a 
former Premier. 

He was representing no one in 
the United States, the report said, 
although a Foreign Office spokes- 
man said at the time of the meet- 
ings he understood Bullitt was act- 
ing as the emissary of Col. Edward 
M. House. There also were reports 
that Bullitt was acting for Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt. 


Bullitt Once Reported in Favor of 
Recognizing Russia. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—The 
State Department’s inquiry con- 
cerning W. C. Bullitt is the result 
of a request by Senator Robinson 
(Rep.), Indiana, for an investiga- 
tion and prosecution if warranted 
under the Logan act. 

The Logan act, inspired by Pres- 
ident Washington and passed by 
Congress in 1799 to quiet meddlers 
in Europe, provides that unauthor- 
ized agents who negotiate with a 
foreign government on a question 
in dispute between that country 
and the United States may be fined 
$3000 and sent to jail for three 
years. 

Bullitt is a Philadelphian, 42 
years old, Yale graduate, former 
Washington newspaper man and 
former State Department employe. 

He accompanied the American 
delegation to the Paris peace con- 
ference in 1918 and in 1919, and at- 
tracted attention when Col. E. M. 
House sent him and Lincoln Stef- 
fens on a mission to Russia. Bul- 
litt’s report on his return to Paris 
recommended the recognition of 
Russia, but it found no favor with 
President Wilson. Bullitt soon re- 
signed from the American delega- 
tion. 

He married Louise Bryant Reed, 
widow of John Reed, the American 
Communist who died in Moscow 
and is buried under the Kremlin 
wall near the tomb of Lenin. Of 
recent years he has lived much in 
Europe, and in his latest applica- 
tion for a passport described him- 
self as an author. 


R. W. Child Says Bullitt Does Not 
Represent Col. House. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—After con- 
ferring with Col. E. M. House, 
Richard Washburn Child, former 
Ambassador to Italy and chairman 
of the Republicans-for-Roosevelt 
League, said in a statement yester- 
day that he could say “on the best 
authority” that William Bullitt does 
not represent Col. House in Europe 
to interpret his views on war debts, 
Russia, or other foreign affairs. 

“It is within my knowledge,” said 
Child, “that Col. House was aware 
of Bullitt's trip abroad which 
House, and I supposed President- 
elect Roosevelt, regarded as the 
usual travel for recreation and 
such work as an author and jour- 
nalist may pick up abroad. No in- 
formation has come which would 
lead Col. House to suppose Bullitt 
has been indiscreet enough to 
claim to speak for the President- 
elect, or for Col. House, or to claim 
any influence with or assignment 
from the new administration.” 


Bullitt, in Vienna, Denies He is 
Acting for Roosevelt. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

VIENNA, Feb. 6.—William C. Bul- 
litt today denied emphatically that 
he is sounding out heads of Euro- 
pean governments in connection 
with war debt settlements on be- 
half of President-elect Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

“IT am living and traveling as a 
private citizen,” declared Bullitt. 


| “All I am doing is working on my 


memoirs. Ninety per cent of the 
reports published in the American 
press are untrue.” 


BUFFALO BILL’S BOYHOOD CHUM 
AND FIRST BIOGRAPHER DIES 


D. H. Winget of Clinton, Ia., Over 
82; One of Oldest Printers 
in United States. 

CLINTON, Ia., Feb. 6.—D. H. 
Winget, 82 years old, died last night 
after a long illness. He was a boy- 
hood companion of “Buffalo Bill“ 
(William F. Cody), and one of the 
oldest printers in the United States. 

Winget was the first biographer 
of Cody, writing the incidents of 
Cody’s life from stories told him 
by the scout. 

He served as a drummer boy in 
the Civil War and reached ‘Wash- 
ington with a group of stragglers. 
Going to the office of Secretary 
of War Stanton, he asked: to be 
sent home. He was told that he 
ought to be shot as a deserter. The 
youth went to the White House and 
asked to se Président Lincoln. 
The President laughed at his story 
and wrote a note to Stanton say- 
ing, “Had we not bétter thank this 
boy and send him back to his home 
in Fort Leavenworth?” He fre- 
quently displayed the original note 
written by Lincoln.

Says Hitler Has All Power. 


The forthcoming elections will 
prove the last ever held, Kerrl, a 
Hitlerite, said in a campaign speech 
at Muenster last night. 

“All the power is now in Hitler’s 
hands and nothing in the world 
can again tear it from him,” he 
added. 

It was announced in Munich to- 
day that Hitler had decided not to 
accept any pay as Chancellor, re- 
nouncing a salary equivalent to 
about $11,400. The National Social- 
ist official press bureau said he 
made enough money as a result of 
his writings. The party’s headquar- 
ters will remain at Hitler’s house in 
Munich. 


While Hitler attended the former 
Kaiser's church in Berlin—prob- 
ably the first Protestant Church in 
which he ever heard a service— 
(Hitler was born a Catholic)—and 
later flew to his headquarters in 
Munich, political rioting continued 
throughout the country yesterday. 
Deaths totaled four, including a 
Mayor, while about 40 were in- 
jured. 

Two sons of the ex-Kaiser, the 
former Crown Prince and August 
Wilhelm, attended the services with 
Hitler at the Berlin Protestant 
Cathedral, in honor of a National 
Socialist storm trooper and police 
officer who were killed in Com- 
munist fighting. It was the only 
state funeral held at the expense 
of the republic aside from the rites 
for the late President Ebert and 
the late Chancellor Stresemann. 

Thousands attended the demon- 
strations. The former Crown 
Prince apparently was surprised 
when he encountereded his brother, 
Prince “Auwi.” They accorded each 
other a snappy National Socialist 
salute. 

Thousands of storm troopers es- 
corted the bodies to Invaliden Cem- 
etery and stood for more than an 
hour in the heavy rain. 

Urges Restoration of Monarchy. 

Restoration of the Hohenzollern 
monarchy was urged today by 
Friedrich von Winterfeld, vice 
president of the Prussian diet, at 
a meeting of a Nationalist party 
group. 

Taking issue with the point of 
view that the president of the Re- 
public should have greater author- 
ity; he declared: “A President dies 
but the King lives forever. There- 
fore the aim of the German Na- 
tionalists is establishment of a 
Prussian - German Hohenzoliern 
monarchy.” 

Alfred Hugenberg, leader of the 
Nationalists, turned over the party 
affairs to Von Winterfeld when he 
entered Hitlers Cabinet as Minis- 
ter of Economics and Agriculture. 
Von Winterfeld expressed the hope 
in today's speech that the Nation- 
alist Socialist would “play fair” and 
discard socialism in favor of Na- 
tionalism. 

At another political meeting to- 
day Theodore Duesterberg, pres - 
dential candidate in the last etec- 
tion, addressing 5000 members of 
the Steel Helmets, demanded a law 
barring foreigners from employ- 
ment in Germany and imposing the 
penalty of death “upon all traitors.”

TULSA, Ok., Feb. 6.—Sounding a 
plea for a militant public opinion, 
Florence Allen, Ohio Supreme Court 
Justice, deplored the lack of plan- 
ning and foresight she declared was 
largely responsible for exigting eco- 
nomic, social and politichl condi- 
tions. 

Judge Allen, addressing the Ok- 
lahoma Education Association, as-

There has been a distinct drift in 
American governmental thought 
back to the old world conception 
of government as an unmoral, un- 
limited, supreme power, an irre- 
sponsible sovereignty, she said.

report will be completed very soon 
for submission to the Committee of 
‘Nineteen, and then to the League 
Assembly. 

The parent committee is under- 
stood to hold the view that the pro- 
visions for sanctions against an of- 
fending member in the League 
Covenant has no functional connec- 
tion with the article of the,Cov- 
enant under which the committee 
now is operating—an article which 
provides for the preparation of a 
report and recommendations in dis- 
putes where efforts at conciliation 
have failed. On the basis of this 


contention, it was said, the sanc-| 


tions clause would not be brought 
into action unless specifically in- 
voked. 

The committee decided also to cir- 
culate recommendations to the 
United States and Russia with a 
view to gaining the support of those 
non-member countries. The rec- 
ommendations, in effect, would be 
requests that Russia and America 
join in the declaration against rec- 
ognition of Manchukuo.

Veterans of Filipino Insurrec-

MANILA, Feb. 6-—Gen. Emilio 
Aguinaldo, who led the Philippine 
insurrectidbn against the United 
States in 1899-1901, yesterday at- 
tacked provisions of the Hawes- 
Cutting independence bill in a 
speech before the annual conven- 
tion of veterans of the Philippine 
insurrection. 

The convention, attended by 
about 4000 delegates, adopted Aguli- 
naldo’s suggestion that the veter- 
ans refrain from taking a stand on 
the measure in its present form 
until the return from Washington 
of the Philippine Independence 
Mission. 

Aguinaldo’s address was his first 
expression on the independence act. 
It had been awaited by insular leg- 
islators with interest because of the 
standing of the insurrecto leader, 
who headed the Philippine revolu- 
tionary republic. : 

“The bill as it is did not come 
of any campaign wn our part,” he 
said, “nor was it requested by any 
of our countrymen. It was an out- 
come, since 1930, of efforts of 
moneyed American and Cuban in- 
terests in sugar and other. indus- 
tries, assisted by hundreds of 
thousands of American laborers 
who have been clamoring for it. 

“The only thing that appeals to 
us in the whole bill is the grant of 
independence.” 

Adding that he believed the in- 
coming Congress would frame a 
more satisfactory and liberal inde- 
pendence bill, he said: 

_ “To my mind the duty of our 
people is to amend the bill or ask 
a better measure from the Demo- 
crats, who are committed to inde- 
pendence without unnecessary de- 
lay.” 

He concluded by citing objec- 
tions against the bill raised at a 
mass meeting here last December.

Nailing a Vicious Bill. 
Mo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T is proposed by Senate bill No. 88, 
1 now before the Missouri Legislature, 
to authorize Judges of our State Appellate 
Courts to abbreviate the opinions of the 
Court in memorandum form.” When ar- 


_ guments are made in favor of this bill, 


that it will relieve Judges from writing 
long opinions, and lawyers from having 
to read them, this bill may get plentiful 
support; but on second (and well-consid- 
ered) thought, the evil results that may 
likely flow from its adoption become ap- 
parent. 

The duty of WRITING an opinion is 
not imposed on our Appellate Judges 
without good purpose. That a Judge 
must write his decision, giving the rea- 
sons therefor, is one of our safeguards 
against thoughtless, careless considera- 
tion of the cases before the court, and 
against even corruption. A Judge writing 
an opinion realizes that he is setting an- 
other stone in the only permanent memo- 
rial that will testify to his ability, wis- 
dom, diligence, even his integrity. If his 
decision is not to be WRITTEN, setting 
forth the essential facts and the applica- 
tion of the law, as he understands it, to 
those facts, then it would be an easy mat- 
ter for a Judge carelessly to pass upon a 
case without much attention to those 
facts or to the law. It would even be an 
easy matter to trim his decision this way 
or that to suit friends, political influ- 
ences, or even for personal gain. Only the 
unfortunate litigant and his counsel en- 
gaged in the case would be aware of the 
injustice done.

Let us have no 
star chamber decisions with only a 
“memorandum” to guide us as to what 
has happened to a case. 

Swift justice, speeding up courts, clear- 
ing dockets are things devoutly to be 
wished, but not at a sacrifice that will do 
serious damage to sure and honest ad- 
ministration of justice, and to the confi- 
dence of our people ip our courts. :

rate reductions, but not for St. Louis. It is true there 
has been a slight voluntary reduction in general gas 
rates in both St. Louis and St. Louis County, due 
to the introduction of natural gas for mixing with 
manufactured gas; but in the case of St. Louis this 
was preceded by a sharp increase in January, 1929, 
particularly for small consumers. 

For electricity St. Louis enjoys fairly favorable 
rates, but this is not to say they could not be re 
duced. Present rates for domestic consumers have 
been in effect since 1923, although since then there 
have been several reductions for commercial and 
industrial users. 

Even the low St. Louis rate is not as low as that 
paid by average small consumers in 13 cities served 
by municipal plants. As compiled by the American 
City magazine last July, the average cost of 50 kilo- | 
watt hours a month in 13 municipally-served cities 
was $2.36, compared with $2.73 in St. Louis. For 100 
kilowatt hours a month, the St. Louis cost was 
slightly lower, $3.91, compared with $3.98. 

Since 1928 the Law Department of the city has been 
trying to obtain lower rates for domestic users. At 
the request of the city, the Public Service Commis- 
sion had its accountants make an audit of the prop 
erty and accounts of Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. for the year ending June 30, 1929. This showed 
that the company’s profits were sufficient to give it 
a return of more than 11 per cent on what the 
commission accountants considered the fair value of 
its property. ‘This case is still dragging through the 
devious course of a physical appraisal insisted upon 
by the company. 

Gas costs the household user in St. Louis $1.66 for 
the first 1000 cubic feet used in one month, com- 
pared with $1.05 in Cleveland, 75 cents in Columbus, 
O., 80 cents in Cincinnati and $1.20 in Kansas City. 
The cost of 2000 feet in St. Louis is $2.78, in Cleve- 
land $1.60, in Columbus 96 cents, in Cincinnati $1.60, 
in Kansas City $2.19. Gas in these cities is either 
straight natural or mixed with natural gas, with 
heating quality as high or higher than in Louis. 

Telephone rates have not been reduced in St. 
Louis, but in some instances have been increased by 
such devices as extra charges per month for con- 
tinental desk sets and for dials on telephones con- 
nected with private branch exchanges. 

The Public Service Commission has authority to 
regulate rates. It may upon its own motion take 
cognizance of reduced operating costs and the gen- 
eral decline in property values and order rates re- 
duced accordingly. 

It may even be justified in holding utilities to a 
smaller rate of return than in earlier times when 
capital of all kinds commanded higher rates than 
now. In a recent case a three-Judge Federal Court 
upheld an order of the Illinois Commerce Commission 
fixing rates of the Kankakee Water Co. so as te give 
a return of only 6.17 per cent. ‘The Missouri Com- 
mission heretofore has usually held that utilities 
were entitled to a return of 7 per cent or more. 

It is time for the commission to act upon its own 
motion. Under the law its orders are valid unless 
overruled by a higher authority. It may order rates 
reduced and if utilities are unwilling to accept the 
reduction, they must go into court to try to over- 
throw the commission’s orders. It is a good time for 
Chairman Stahl to test the theory with which he 80 
auspiciously began his administration. Costs are 
lower and the income of the people is reduced. It 
is inconsistent that any utility, as many of them are 
doing, should make large profits when their custo- 
ers are in distress. Nor would the Missouri Commis- 
sion lack precedent for taking the initiative to bring 
about this needed relief to consumers. Other com- 
missions, such as the ones in Kansas and Wisconsin, 
have recently come to the fore in efforts to reduce 
utility rates.

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THE AMATEUR MOVIE TOURNAMENT. 

The Amateur Movie Tournament, sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters, brought out a wealth of 
films and afforded local devotees of the hobby their 
first opportunity for wide comparison. If it had not 
been known that taking movies is an art, it should 
be known since the tournament. 

The League plans to make the tournament an an- 
nual affair, and we suggest that some distinction be 
made between the amateur and professional fields. 
Travel films taken over familiar routes have usually 
been better done by professionals, such as Burton 
Holmes. The amateur should invade another province. 
An excellent illustration of what he can do was af- 
forded by the color pictures taken in southwestern 
Europe by Fred Campbell. That was an amateur 
film, and a very beautiful one. It lay for the most 
part entirely outside the professional realm. 

It is not in disparagement of some of the excel- 
lent films made in faraway parts of the world to 
say that the local films were more in the spirit of 
the occasion. Dr. A. W. Proets, who won the black 
and white prize on the first night, exhibited a film 
made for the Washington University Medical School. 
It was entitled “The Making of a Nurse,” and it took 
the audience over familiar local scenes. This was also 
true of Robert Laughlin’s black and white film, “De 
catur Rhapsody,” It was a love story in which the 
girl lived in Decatur and the lover in St. Louis. It 
etarted at Delmar Station, and rolled out majestic 
ally over the St. Charles Bridge.

The vesting of such power in the 
President, it was argued, as reported by Arthur 
Krock in the New York Times, would “strike a 
blow at the parliamentary system which the English 
people struggled for 600 years to obtain, and at the 
American Constitution, which further vitalizes 
system.” a 

Immediate citation was quoted in the recent opin- 
ion of Attorney-General Mitchell which questioned 
the constitutionality of the 1932 act of Congress 
authorizing the President to make consolidations and 
rearrangements of Government bureaus. 

According to the New York Times’ correspondent, 


the decision not to grant the President the power | | 


to alter contractual relations does not mean that 
these relations will not be altered. The proposed 
retrenchment in the veterans’ compensation is re 
tained in the Democratic economy program. The 
change, therefore, is one of procedure, not objective. 

It is a vital distinction. | 

Under the severe economic and emotional pressure 
of the hour, it is not surprising that public officials 
should be more concerned with the end than with 
the means. Nor would it be surprising that public 
sentiment approved such conduct. Just the same, 
we eannot afford to throw our fundamentals over 
board at the instance of emergency. 

It will be cheerfully acknowledged that the role 
of dictatorship was farthest from Mr. Hoover’s mind 
when he wanted the power, ex-officio, to reorganize 
the Government bureaus. Similarly, it will be gen- 
erally conceded that Mr. Roosevelt has revealed no 
dictatorial flair. But we might find ourselves some 
day with a man in the White House eager and 
equipped to gallop across the scenery as the man-on- 
horseback. To such a temperament, the authority to 
abolish contractual relations by fiat would surely be 
an invitation to mount the steed. 

From the practical viewpoint, it is wholly unneces- 
sary to incur the risk. Congress can correct its 
own mistakes, revise or repeal any contract it has 
unwisely entered into. Congress can, and must, re- 
tain its legislative prerogatives and discharge its 
legislative responsibilities if our present form of gov- 
ernment is to endure. That is elementary. Never- 
theless, the fact that a considerable body of opinion 
in Congress is disposed to transfer its obligation and 
responsibility to the executive is a disturbing symp- 
tom. It is a frame of official mind which public 
opinion ought always to veto. 
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TAPPING THE COMMUTER. 

It is sheer Tammany genius. That is the only way 
to account for the latest New York concept.

NOTED ARCHITECT, 
IES IN FLORDA

PALM BEACH, Fia., Feb. 6.—Ad- 
dison Mizner, noted architect, died 


at his villa here yesterday. He was 
+ 169 years old. 


Mr. Mizner won renown by his 
distinctive type of Florida architec- 
ture, two of the best examples of 
which are the Everglades Club, and 
surrounding buildings, and the 
Cloister at Boca Raton. 


He designed a large number of 
palatial winter ohmes here, and 
during the summer he toured Eu- 
rope seeking architectural innova- 
tions. 

The son of Lansing Bond Mizner 
of Benecia, Cal., he is survived only 
by Wilson Mizner, a brother who is 
ill in California, and a niece, Mrs. 
McKim Hollins, also of California. 
Another brother, the late Rev. 
Henry W. Mizner, was formerly an 
Episcopal clergyman in St. Louis. 

Mizner left a request that there 
be no funeral services and none 
will be held. There will be me- 
morial services at his apartment 
Thursday afternoon. The body will 
lie in state at a mortuary tomor- 
row and on Wednesday will be cre- 
mated at Orlando. The ashes will 
be sent to California. 

Mizner had been in Ill health dur- 
ing the last year, but last summer 


* 


went to California for a reunion 
with his brother. After his return 
here in the fall he was much better 
but suffered a heart attack a month 
ago. Since that time he has been 
confined to his bed.. 

In 1918, when he first came here, 
Mizner was considered a dying man 
seeking a few months’ refuge from 
the Northern winter. He rapidly 
recovered his health. , 

As president of the Mizner De- 
velopment Corporation he attract- 
ed wide attention in connection 
with a gigantic project in 1925 to 


set up a fashionable resort at Boca 
Raton, Fla, about 26 miles south 
of Palm Beach. 

In litigation which developed 
from this enterprise the late T. 
Coleman du Pont, Jesse L. Liver- 
more, Wall street operator, and his 
brother, Wilson, were said to be 
Mizner’s associates. 

The original plans for the devel- 
opment involved 16,000 acres of land

Bankruptcy proceedings were 
stituted against the development 
concern in Jacksonville, Fla, in 
March, 1927, and later civil actions 
were filed in courts here.

Victory in three out of four games 
at home has enabled the Flyers to 
square their record in tne second 
half of the American Hockey Asso- 
ciation schedule and today they are 
in second place with four victories 
and four defeats for a total of eight 
points, just two points behind the 
league-leading Tulsa club.

They have 
counted 22 times in eight games to 
20 for Kansas City in nine con- 
tests. 

Hope for the Best. 

If they are able to keep up the 
pace they have set, the Flyers 
should make a much better show- 
ing in their coming three games 
away from home than they did on 
their last journey into enemy terri- 
tory, when they dropped three 
straight. 

The players have hopes of win- 
ning a game or two on the road, 
but they are not too confident, for 
they feel their best chance for a 
victory in the three is at Kansas 
City. At Wichita, they say, the 
narrowness of the rink is such a 
handicap to a visiting team that 
they will be fortunate indeed to 
beat the Bluejays on their home 
ice, while Tulsa is probably the 
strongest team in the league right 
now and is always tough to beat at 
home.

P PBPBPLP PE BP PPB PB — BBP BALD ADD Det 
On St. Patrick’s day—March 17, 
1923—Mike McTigue won a 20 
round decision over Battling Siki in 
Dublin, Ireland. McTigue claimed 
the world’s Ught-heavyweight 
championship. Siki had won the 
title by knocking out Georges Car- 
pentier. As the American champion 
I challenged McTigue. He ignored 
me. I offered to allow him the 
whole purse. He refused. I then 
vacated the American light-heavy- 
weight championship and declared 
myself a heavyweight. 

I never willingly made the light- 
heavyweight limit again but once 
—that third engagement with 
Harry Greb in Madison Square Gar- 
den. Though I held out for catch- 
weights I was forced to do 175 
pounds for Georges Carpentier the 
following year, or forfeit the match. 

In this Greb contest I decisively 
defeated him and was hailed by 
many as “A New Tunney.” Again 
Greb put up a marvelous exhibition 
of courage and tirelessness, but I 
was coming and he was beginning 
to slip. 

I now began pointing myself for

bigger game. I engaged in several 
matches in the South and Middle 
West. I was increasing in weight 
and experience all the time. Things 
began to look up. In the summer I 
was offered a match by the pro- 
moters- of Mrs. William Randolph 
Hearst’s Milk Fund show with Er- 
minio Spalla, European heavy- 
weight champion, who had just 
been deprived of a knockout vic- 
tory over Luis Firpo in Argentina 
through partiality by an Argen- 
tine official. 


In the contest with Firpo, for 
which he traveled from Europe, 


Spalla, after hitting Firpo with a 
long right behind the ear and 
knocking him down for the full 
count, was severely reprimanded by 
the official, who threatened to dis- 
qualify him if he again struck 
“Little Luie” with so cowardly a 
punch. The publicity following this, 
in addition to his title of European 
heavyweight champion, made 
Spalla an attraction in New York. 
I had trained with Spalla while he 
was on a previous visit to the 
United States, after which he went 
back and won the European heavy- 
weight championship. I felt that all 
he knew I had taught.him, and, 
therefore, in spite of my principle 
to take every opponent. seriously, 
held Spalla rather cheaply. I be- 
lieved that all I would have to do 
to win quickly was go out and hit 
him three or four straight lefts in 
the nose and then turn the left 
into a hook for the stomach—for- 
merly his most vulnerable spot. 


{Bad Start Against Spalla 


Signor Spalla fooled me. He 
hung my jaw on the end of a wild 
right swing at the beginning of 
the first round. It was a terrific 
punch and shook me up pretty 
badly. I no sooner realized I had 
been hit than another volley of 
blows came. Stunned again to the 
heels, I could not understand what 
was happening, so I feinted and 
moved around. In his next rush I 
saw my mistake. I was trying to 
pull back from long swings which 
came one after the other, each 
reaching farther until finally one 
landed. I received three terrific 
punches before discovering the 
error of my ways. I boxed him 
carefully for the rest of the round. 
In the next reund, as he started his 
volley of swings, I slipped inside 
and with a pretty stiff poke to the 
stomach stopped him momentarily. 


I repeated this several times. 
Spalla got confused. I then went 
to work slowly and carefully, mix- 
ing blows to his head and body. He 
became disheartened. Referee Eddy 
Purdy stopped the match in the 
seventh round to save him from 
further punishment. 


A month later—on July 24, 1924, 
I met Georges Carpentier in a 15- 
round match at the Polo Grounds. 
This was promoted by Jimmy 
Johnston, representing the Crom- 
well Athletic Club. Carpentier’s 
showing in the tenth round was 
one of the finest exhibitions of 
sheer gameness I have ever wit- 
nessed. He rose four times after 
being down and almost out. He 


shall have my eternal admiration j 


for his showing of courage and 
gameness during that round. It was 
one of the great rounds of modern 
boxing, second only to the first 
round of the Dempsey-Firpo fight.

Laces Bandages, Sore Hands 


Descamps, Carpentier’s manager, 
came into my dressing room to 
watch the bandages go on my 
hands. They were on when he ar- 
rived. He insisted they come off or 
Georges would not fight. I had not 
provided myself with extra band- 
ages. I was furious. I refused to 
take them off. The Deputy Boxing 
Commissioner was called in to de- 
cide whether they should come off 
or not. Upon learning I had no 
others, he advised Descamps to 
make a close inspection and be sat- 
isfied. Descamps, who was some- 
what of a psychologist, gesticulat- 
ed and shouted. The bandages 
had to come off. In the hurry to 
get them on again they got twist- 
ed and tangled. This probably 
saved Georges during the fight, for 
in the tenth round, when he was 
tottering around, my hands were 
so sore I was unable to put him 
down for the full count. I became 
so exhausted during this fight that 
I decided never again, under any 
circumstances, to try to make the 
light-heavyweight limit of 175 
pounds. I determined on a process 
of building into a full-fledged heavy- 
weight.

Jack was born in Toronto in 
1896. His real name was John C. 
Smith, and sister Mary’s name was 


Gladys Smith; but when she went 
on the stage and in the movies as 


Mary Pickford, he changed his 


name and became a Pickford also. 


MBITIOUS to win fame like 
that which was coming Mary’s 
way, he turned to the stage 
and films before the war. He had 
some success—though he could nev- 
er quite be sure that it wasn’t be- 
cause he was Mary's brother—and 
in 1917 he married Olive Thomas, 
beautiful Follies girl and movie 
star. 


The marriage wasn’t a tremen- 
dous success. After the war, during 
which Jack served in the navy, 
Jack and Olive separated; but in 
1920 they had a reconciliation and 
went to Paris for what they called 
a second honeymoon. . 
In Paris came tragedy. 

As part of their honeymoon cele- 
bration, the couple went out to vis- 
it the gay night resorts of the 
French capital. They returned to 
their hotel early on a Sunday morn- 
ing, exhausted by their night of 
gaiety. Olive drank what she 
thought was a sleeping potion, so 
that she could get some.rest. Too 
late, she discovered that she had 
taken poison. 

Jack hurried her to the American 
Hospital—the same place where, a 
little more than 12 years later, he 
himself was to die—but it was too 
late. Crying pitifully, “I want to 
live!” beautiful Olive Thomas died. 
Saddened and lonely, Jack re- 
turned to the United States and 
plunged into picture work to try to 
forget his grief. 

A year or more passed. Then, in 
New York, Jack met Marilyn Mil- 
ler, star of the famous Ziegfeld mu- 
sic show hit, “Sally.” 

Marilyn, too, was trying to for- 
get a personal sorrow. 

She had married Frank Carter, 
an actor, and had been deeply in 
love with him. In 1920, at just 
about the time that Jack and Olive 
wer@sailing for France, Carter had 
been killed in an automobile acci- 
dent. Marilyn had been almost 
prostrated by grief. 

So Jack, still lonely for Olive, and 
Marilyn, lonely for Frank Carter, 
met, told each other their sorrows, 
tried to help each other to forget 
—and fell in love. a 

News of their romance became 
public in 1922, One of those who 
heard it with surprised interest 
was Florens Ziegfeld, Marilyn's 
boss. He didn't approve of the ro- 
mance, and lost no time in saying 
so emphatically. 

For — Marilyn and Ziegfeld 
argued back and forth. Ziegfeld 
told Marilyn that Jack wasn't wor- 
thy of her, that marrying him 
would ruin her career. Marilyn an- 
swered stoutly that she would mar- 
ry whom she pleased, that she was 
deeply in love with Jack and that 
if Mr. Ziegfeld didn’t like it he 
knew exactly what he could do.

Ru- 
mors of a rift in the happy 
family began to spread; and 
at last, in 1927, Marilyn sailed 
for Paris and got a divorce, giving 
as grounds for her suit the fact 
that Jack refused to live with her. 

Incidentally, it was noticed be- 
fore the divorce that Marilyn was 
seen a good deal in the company of 
Ben Lyon, movie actor, while Jack 
was growing fond of the company 
of Actress Bebe Daniels; and when 
the decree was granted Hollywood 
half expected that two new mar- 
rihges would result. But Hollywood 
was wrong; insfead, some years 
later, Lyon married Bebe Daniels, 

Jack went on with his work at 
Hollywood. But luck was against 
him. He had never been one of 
movieland’s really bright stars, al- 
though for a time he had had a 
series of featured roles in success- 
ful pictures; and now he was defi- 
nitely slipping. 

The talking movies, presently 
came on the scene, and Jack lost 
out altogether. He made one more 
picture, “Exit Smiling,” an attempt 
to regain his old place, but it didn't 
succeed. 

So Jack became something of a 
playboy. He wandered about hav- 
ing fun, careless of his lost fame.

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OW deep is beauty? Much

Status Lymphaticus 
HE term status lymphaticus 
T designates a certain type of 
constitution. Occasionally a 
longer term, thymicolymphaticus, 
is employed. 

In such individuals the thymus 
gland, a gland of internal secretion 
located in the neck region, which 
is prominent during youth but 


tends tv shrink as the individual 8 


passes into the adult age, fails to 
regress. The lymph glands may be 
seen and readily felt in the neck 
region, in the armpits and the 
groin. 

The individual with status lym- 
phaticus presents a characteristic 
body picture. The head is rather 
small, the posture relaxed, the 
muscles poorly developed, the chest 
flat and narrow, the ribs rise steep- 
ly and the abdomen is flabby. 


Surgeons regard this type of in- 
dividual as a poor surgical risk. 
Simple operations such as the re- 
moval of the tonsils, which are un- 
eventful experiences in ordinary 
patients, may cause, in the status 
lymphaticus individual, sudden col- 
lapse and death. 


Another strange characteristic 
of these individuals is their inclina- 
tion to develop excessive scar tis- 
sue in the regions of injuries. 


Their constitutional structure ap- 
pears to be relaxed and yields read- 
ily to strain. Thus, they have what 
are known as asthenic flat foot, 
varicose veins and hemorrhoids. 
Their blood pressure is usually 
low. Their nervous system, par- 
ticularly the so-called vegetative 
portion, is readily disturbed. 

There is not much that can be 
done to alter fundamentally the 
constitution of such an individual, 
but its resources can be developed. 


Good personal hygiene, a well 
regulated diet, and a sufficiency of 
physical exercise can build up the 
body of this type of individual. 

The thymus may at times be 
treated beneficially with X-ray. Un- 
der all circumstances, however, 
care must be exercised in dealing 
with children who suggest a “stat- 
us lymphaticus.” They must de 
protected against shock and injury.
